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VESSELS COLLIDE; 


ONE OF THEM SUNK 


Steamers Columbia and San Pedro 


Crash Together in Fog Off Shelter 
Cove and Columbia Goes Down. 


LATE REPORTS Si! 150 SOULS IR[ 


San Francisco, July 22.—In a colli- 


sion between the passenger steamer 
Columbia and the steam schooner San 
Pedro, off Mendocino coast, one hun- 
dred passengers lost their lives Satur- 
day night. 


The Columbia was 
sunk and lies 


completely submerged in the deep wa- 
ters of Shelter Cove. 


Captain Doran, master of the Colum- 


bia, stayed with his vessel 
and 
is 


among those lost. 
' The collision occurred at midnight 
when all on board, save the lookout 
and officer on the bridge, were asleep 
In their berths. 
The Columbia was 


steaming north at an easy rate, having 
left here at noon Saturday. 


Ship Loomed Up Out of Fog. 


Suddenly, out of the fog. loomed the 


dark hulk of the steam schooner San 
Pedro, southbound, which 
was evi- 


dently out of her 
course. 
Whistles 


were blown and frantic efforts made 
by the helmsman of aach vessel to 
avert the collision, but they were of 
r.o avail. 
The San Pedro struck the 


steamer in the port bow. tearing an 
immense hole m her 
side, through 


which the 
water 
rusher! in great 


volume. 


Only a Few Saved. 


A life raft was launched wi'.h a num- 


ber of the passengers on board, but 
only a few of the entire number were 
saved. 


One hundred lives were lost. 
The steamer Roanoke, carrying a 


number of the dead and some of the 
rescued passengers, reached .here at 
'Grio-tbis' morning, bringing the first 
news of the disaster. 
The dead were 


•i-wnveyed to the morgue. 


Sfce'.ter Cove, where the collision oc- 


curred, is 179 miles up the coast. 


A life raft bearing a number of the 


survivors is being towed to this port 
by the Daisy Mitchell. The San Pedro 


is being towed to 
Eureka 
by the 


steamer George W. Elder. 


The Wrecked Vessels. 


The Columbia was a steel vessel of 


I,i66 tons and was 309 feet in length, 
3S.5 feet beam and 14.4 feet in depth. 
She carried a crew of 74 men under 
Capt. P. A, Doran, who had been mas- 
ter of the vessel for the 
past five 


years. Tii» vessel was built at Ches- 
ter, Pa., in 18SO, and was owned by 
the 
San 
Francisco 
and 
Portland 


Steamship 
company. 
During 
the 


earthquake'and fire the Columbia was 
lying at the dry dock of the Union 
Iron works, and the shock loosened 
some of her blocks, with the result 
that she was capsized. 
But she was 


entirely refitted and when 
she left 


here Saturday she carried a full list 


j of passengers, about 300. 


The San Pedro was commanded by 


Captain Hansen and is a wooden ship 
of 318 tons. She is 156 feet long, 31 
feet beam and 12 feet deep. She was 
built in San Francisco in 1902 for the 
J. R. Haney & Sons Co., and was re- 
cently sold to the Eastern and West- 
ern Lumber company. 


Report Says 150 Perished.

American legation at Pekln, Inform- 
ing the department of state that Chi-

customs 


houses are about to be opened on the 
Chinese-Russian frontier. 


The 
agreement as to Dalny was 


made on May 30 by the Japanese min- 
ister at Pekin and Sir Robert Hart, 
the inspector genera! of the imperial 
maritime customs. 
In brief, it pro- 


vides for the establishment of the 
custom house and prescribes rules 
for the navigation of the waters with- 
in the Japanese leased territories, be- 
ing framed upon the agreement made 
In 1889 between China and Germany 
for the regulation of commerce with- 
in the Germany territory of Kiaochou. 
The new agreement is to be revised 
next spring after local conditions and 
needs are more fully ascertained. 


The state department feels that 


these practical steps towards the re- 
storation of ths "open door" in Man- 
churia, in which the United States is 
so deeply interested, should be en- 
couraging and gratifying to American 
merchants.

Secretary 
Wilson 
Makes 


Ruling in Agricultural 


Department. 


Washington, July 22.—A sensation 


has been created in Washington by. 
the order Issued by Secretary Wilson 
prohibiting the employment of women 
in the agricultural department as pri- 
vate secretaries to lieads of bureaus 
and chiefs of division. The women in 
the government departments who have 
been pointing with pride to reports 
from the civil service bureau and to 
interviews with prominent 
ofBcials 


commending their efficiency are shock- 
ed that Secretary Wilson at this time 
should step in and restrict their em- 
ployment. 


Some of them assert that Secretary 


Wilson in trying to protect them v'rom 
temptations to which they have been 
exposed as private 
secretaries 
has 


gone too far. They declare that the 
records prove that -women are more 
efficient and In all respects more sat- 
isfactory as government clerks than 
men. 


Secretary Wilson's order does not 


raise the question of efficiency, and 
he has no prejudice against -women 
clerks. He 
believes, however, 
that 


women employed as private secreta- 
ries are exposed to the evil tongue of 
gossip and to temptations from which 
they should be shielded. His experi- 
ence at the head of the agricultural 
department has demonstrated to his 
satisfactioh that women should not be 
given 
employment which 
requires 


them to remain after working hours 
with, chiefs of divisions or go to their 
homes for work outside of office hours. 
He fr3ely admits that women make 
excellent clerks, but he believes those 
who are forced to go out to work for a 
living should be given all the protec- 
tion possible. 


The women clerks 
are anxiously 


awaiting developments. They are ap- 
prehensive that the rule set by the 
secretary of agriculture may be adopt- 
ed in other departments. They are in- 
clined to resent what they term the 
insinuation conveyed in the order and 
are willing that the question which 
has been raised should be disposed of 
on merit. It Is1 claimed by them that 
the records will show that in all re- 
spects women as private secretaries, 
as in all grades of employment in the 
public 
service, 
have better records 


than men.

For several weeks Scutcheon had 


been bordering on insanity as a re- 
sult of financial worries. A few min- 
utes before 6 o'clock all the members 
of the family were in the house pre- 
paring for supper. 


Crushes Boy's Skull. 


Suddenly the father, who had been 


sitting quietly by the kitchen window, 
seized a heavy iron bar and, rushing 
into an adjoining room where his in- 
valid son, William, lay in bed, crush- 
ed the boy's skull with one terrific 
blow. 


The mother, who was busy in the 


kitchen, heard her son cry as the 
maddened father rushed 
upon him 


with the iron 
bar 
upraised in his 


hand. 
Hastening into the room, she 


beheld her son dying, and as she cried 
out her husband turned upon her and 
dealt her a furious blow on the shoul- 
der. As she turned to flee Scutcheon 
rushed after her, and in the street 
dealt her another blow with the iron 
bar. 


Kills Wife With an Ax. 


She dropped in the sand, but was 


only stunned, and In a minute Scutch- 
eon, who had re-entered the house, re- 
turned to the road, and, not seeing 
her, ran across to the home of Henry 
McClellan, where his wife had taken 
refuge. 
The doors were barred, but 


he jumped throug_h a window as the 
woman ran out of the hack door and 
Into the yard of her home, where he 
caught her and killed her with one 
blow of an ax. Then he dragged her 
body into the house. 


Robert Green, the aged father of 


Mrs. Scutcheon, was a cripple, and he 
had hobbled from the house to get 
away from the infuriated man, but 
was overtaken and killed by a blow 
with the ax. 


Next the 
maddened 
man gashed 


his own throat and 
wrists 
with a 


razor and took a big dose of pans 
green. His wounds did not weaken 
him and the poison did not take im- 
mediate effect. 
Ax in hand he re- 


turned to the road 
where 
he had 


felled his wife a few moments before. 
McClellan In the meantime had gone 
for help and when Scutcheon saw him 
return he shouted out, "I want you, 
too," and started toward him. 


"I will shoot you if you come across 


the road," replied McClellan, who had 
armed himself with a shotgun. 
De- 


spite the warning, Scutcheon 
came 


across with murder in his glance. Mc- 
Clellan thereupon fired and the mur- 
derer fell down in the street. 


Scutcheon had once been a prosper- 


ous farmer, but had met with many 
reverses of late and these, with his 
son's illness, so preyed upon him 
that his reason was unsettled.

Xew York, July 22.—The relative 


jaerits o£ municipal and privzuo oper- 
ation of British street railways are 
given in two reports on. the subject 
made to the National Civic Federa- 
tion Commission 
on Public Owner- 


ship. The reviews, based on techni- 
cal reports compiled by expert engi- 
neers were prepared by members of 
the commission, after an exhaustive 
investigation of tie systems treated. 


Both aides of the subject ara detail- 


ed Trith care aid precision, the re- 
views being written by William 
J. 


Clark, of New York, as an opponent 
of 
mualcipallzation, 
and Professor 


Prank Parsons, of Boston, as an ad- 
vocate-of public ownership and oper- 
ation. 


Mr. Clark; declares that the,Ameri- 


can traction systems, under private 
ownership, are far more progressive 
than those oi England, Scotland and 
Ireland. 


Professor Parsons, on the other 


hand, espressos the 'opinion that mu- 
nicipal ownership of British tramway 
systems hps been, successful from 
every point of flaw. Both investiga- 
tors submit figures to substantiate 
their respective views. 
Professor 


f-Parsons sets forth that the municipal- 
ities were the first to show a progres- 
sive spirit In 'changing from horso 
cars to electric systems; that their 
lines, have keen "well managed and the 
'service Improved, and that fares have 
been lowered In spite of the fact that 
I the hours of' labor for »employes were 
'shortened. 


Every.\.Far« Means aiSeat, 


Professor Parsons also notes that, 


in England tbe payment of fare 


that the passenger is provided 


, a seat, and Is not merely given 


the right to .transit. 


To combat these statements Mr. 


Claris points,out that the entire de- 
velopment of street railways in the 
United States has been. accomplished 
by private enterprise and that this 
has permitted the construction of ex- 
tensive systems serving entire com- 
munities and linking them, together 
irrespective of municipal boundary 
lines. 


The champion of private ownership 


enters into a statistical statement of 
the facilities enjoyed by the urban in- 
; habitants of Great Britain as com- 
pared with the town and city popula- 
tion of the United States. Replying 
to the charge that American street 
cars are generally overcrowded, he 
declares that the British system car- 
ried 1,394,452,983 passengers in 1905, 
as compared to 5,521,509,521 carried 
by American systems, and of these, 
he says, 1,OS2,403,392 persons, or prac- 
tically equal to 90 per cent of the 
British total, were transported free on 
transfers. 


Mr. Clark insists figures will show 


that on the basis of passengers car- 
ried per car per year the American 
car averages only 9R,5Ra passengers 
a year, as against 1S2.4G3 persons car- 
ried in the same period of time by 
the average car in the United King- 
dom. 


Open Few New Lines. 


"It is clearly demonstrated that the 


British policy has been to electrify 
and not greatly extend existing tram- 
ways, except through densely popu- 
lated districts," says Mr. Clark. "And 
this means the obtaining of the great- 
est possible revenue without afford- 
ing adequate transportation facilities, 
•whereas in the United States private 
enterprise 
has 
constructed lines 


•which in many instances do not bring 
an adequate return." 


Mr. Clnrk estimates that the Brit- 


ish municipalities and local govern- 
ments enjoy a total of possible finan- 
cial benefits 
from 
tramway opera- 


tions of about $8,679,176 a year, but 
that the American 
enterprises and 


.their stockholders pay a total of .$43,- 
054,433, constituting 
a government 


revenue of more than 534,000,000 a 
year greater than the return to the 
state from similar traction systems in 
Great Britain. 


Professor 
Parsons declares 
that 


.•when private corporations controlled 
:the tramways of Great Britain they 
'opposed extensions, 
plastered 
their 


I care with "unsightly" advertisements 
land refused to reduce fares, on the 
:plea that they could not afford to do 
so. But, he says, when the municipal- 
ities took over the lines, adopted the 
electric system and sent the old horse 
car to the scrap heap, shortened the 
boars of labor and lowered fares, they 
Realized no financial losses. 


No Ads in the Cars. 


For aesthetic reasons, Professor 


Parsons says, advertisements are not 
permitted on the cars of Glasgow or 
Manchester, each -city foregoing $50.- 
000 a year revenue, which it would 
obtain in a lump sum for the adver- 
tising privileges. In Dublin, however, 
tohere the cars are operated by a prl- 
Jfate 
company, Professor Parsons 


fcolnts out that the sense of the aes- 
thetic gives way to the commercial in- 
Btinct, the cars being covered with 
advertisements in "giant" letters. 


Analyzing the financial conditions 


of the public and private traction sys- 
tems In Great Britain, Professor Par- 
sons points out that the municipal 
system at Glasgow has about $4,000,- 
000 more assets than liabilities, but 
that the London United, a private 
company, has ?lfi,. 
!iSO.OOO of capitaliza- 


tion and ?5,820,000 of tangible assets.

MANY IGNORANT OF THE LAW. 


Reasons Why Postal Violations Are of 


Frequent Occurrence. 


Washington, July 22.—The postal 


laws prohibit placing •written mes- 
sages in merchandise packages or 
letters on which less than two cents 
an ounce has been paid and the pro- 
visions o£ this statute admit of no 
waiver of the penalty provided. 


During the last fiscal year post of- 


fice inspectors collected $59.065 for 
such violations. 
In thousands of 


cases a short note or memorandum 
was placed inside 'a package of mer- 
chandise on which postage was paid 
at one cent an ounce while the writ- 
ten matter made it necessary that 
two cents an ounce should have been 
paid. 
Finding that In a great number of 


cases the offense was due to ignor- 
ance of the law. and that the collec- 
tion of the fine usually works a hard- 
ship to the very poor, especially 
where written messages are made in 
returning coupons, tags and certifl- 
cates for premiums. Postmaster Gen- 
era! Meyer has directed that proper 
notices be placed in post 
offices 


warning the public against the prac- 
tice.

Fort Wayne, dependenl entirely upon 
the charity of the people here. 
He 


was devotedly religious and was prom' 
inent in the affairs of the African M.
